British Wartime Copyright Reciprocity 
Tiss British Order in Council reported in 


last week’s issue is given in full text in 

another column. Tho adopted and dated 
February 9th, it is made retroactive from 
February 2nd as the date of the commence- 
ment of the Order, the reason for which is 
not explained. Its effect is to waive first or 
simultaneous publication in Great Britain, i. e., 
within fourteen days from publication else- 
where, which is the normal prerequisite for 
British copyright protection, in the case of all 
works of American origin first published here 
between August Ist, 1914, when Great Britain 
declared war and “the termination of the war.” 
The “termination of the war” in the British 
sense probably means the date of the exchange 
of ratifications of the treaty of peace at Ver- 
sailles, January roth, 1920, so that works since 
published here probably do not obtain British 
protection under this Order in Council. 
Works are specifically excepted which have 
actually been republished in Great Britain dur 
ing the war period, as is the case under our 
own act, in view of the difficulty of making 
any other provision. Unless some friendly 
arrangement or further legal provision can be 
made, this unfortunately deprives prominen: 
authors and leading books, which have actu- 
ally been made free with on both sides of the 
water, from the protection which they right- 
fully deserve but for which it has seemed im- 
possible to provide. 

The Order, like the Imperial Copyright Act 
of 1909, does not cover the self-governing 
dominions, i. e., Canada, Newfoundland, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand; it does 
cover all British possessions, otherwise. I: 
should be noted that publication in England 
not colorable but with sufficient supply of 
copies to meet public demand must be mad> 
within six months from February 2nd, but this 
may be by American-made copies. 


The deposit of copies referred to is a pre- 
requisite to legal action and should be made, 
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tho this is not necessary to secure copyright 
as is the case with us. 

The action thus consummated has been 
accomplished by careful negotiation thru the 
respective foreign offices and embassies, but 
not less thru the help of several individual 
friends of copyright. The first step was neces- 
sarily the passage of a permissive act by our 
own Congress which was accomplished after 
vexatious , delays largely by help of the 
Authors’ League thru its secretary, Eric 
Schuler, in co-operation with the Registrar of 
Copyright, Thorwald Solberg, the American 
Copyright League formerly representing the 
authors having practically lapsed. The Amer- 
ican Publishers’ Copyright League, thru its 
youthful and energetic secretary, Major 
George Haven Putnam, pushed on the work, 
tho Major Putnam’s special service was in 
personal negotiation with Controller Frank of 
the British Patent Office, who is the present 
copyright official. Robert B. Marstin of the 
Publishers’ Circular also gave effective aid 
over there. 

American action in reciprocal protection of 
British authors awaits proclamation by the 
President, which it is hoped will be promptly 
issued. The period of wartime provision here 
is from August Ist, 1914, to the Presiden’’ 
proclamation of peace, which proclamation 
must wait ratification of the Treaty by th: 
Senate. 

The extension of the formalities period to 
fifteen months in place of the British six 
months was made necessary because this 
period was assured for German publications 
by our own “Trading with the Enemy Act,’ 
but this difference is of little comparative sig- 
nificance. 





Successful Chain Stores 
FP a purchase of the Malkan business by 


A. M. Womrath marks another step for- 
ward in the expansion of one of the 
most successful of booksellers. Mr. Wom- 
rath’s store system has now grown to thirty- 
one different outlets, small and large, most of 
them in New York City or the vicinity. The 
Malkan purchase is the largest outright pur- 
chase, altho the same month that saw this ex- 
pansion marked also the opening of his new 
store on the corner of Madison Avenue and 
Forty-first Street, one of the finest retail cor- 
ners in the city. 
Mr. Womrath has built his business on new 
and original principles, following no precedent 


RE ee 
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and making his growth quietly and persist- 
ently. While the foundation of the business, 
as known to the public, is his famous circulat- 
ing library, his last year’s figures showed that 
this was only thirty per.cent of his entire 
sales. Every store, besides carrying the latest 
books for juveniles, carries stationery, cards 
and carefully selected merchandise of inter- 
est to the trade which may be drawn by the 
library. 

The Womrath stores have consistently ad- 
vertised in the daily newspapers, and most of 
these advertisements now carry lists of recom- 
mended books which people may either take 
from the library or purchase in the stores. 
These recommended lists are not based merely 
on the buyer’s idea, but, by the use of advance 
copies or copies received promptly on date of 
publication, there is obtained a concensus of 
opinion from many readers, and only those 
books are pushed on which at least three- 
quarters of the readers show pronounced ap- 
proval. Thus, the effort is to sell what the 
general public is in the mood to demand and 
not to please the individual taste of one cen 
tral buyer who might have difficulty in estimat- 
ing the taste of such a wide following of 
readers. 

The Malkan business will be developed along 
the lines of the other Womrath stores except 
with even a larger stock and more careful 
effort to build up a personnel that can make 
this store a general bookstore for the lower 
end of Manhattan. 


Authors’ Receipts From Fiction 

ECENTLY a well-known author of the 

short story was commenting on the pos- 

sible receipts from such writing, and 
stated that while ten stories brought in a 
thousand dollars apiece from the magazines, 
in book form (altho the volume had been con- 
sidered fairly successful as short story vol- 
umes go) there had been an income of only 
about fifteen hundred dollars. The publish- 
ers would probably recognize this as being 
about what would happen. It might also be 
said that a fairly successful novel of full 
length would not bring the author in much 
more income than two of these short stories 
would. 

It is not at all surprising under the circum- 
stances that many of the writers turn natur- 
ally to the outlet of the periodicals. In the 
January number of the Authors’ League Bul- 
letin, the editor makes an estimate of the 


present prices in the periodical field. ‘Price; 
for short stories to-day in reputable magazines 
range, roughly speaking, from twenty-five or 
thirty dollars to two thousand dollars per 
story. There may be ten or fifteen individua 
writing to-day who are able to secure for any 
story or for an occasional story the latt 
figure. If they do secure it, one may be sure 
that the business manager of a magazine has 
felt out pretty closely the effect that such 4 
contributor to a single number has upon th 
circulation, and the effect which the circula 
tion has upon the advertising returns is 
matter of open record.” 

One cannot be but glad that America: 
authors find such ready and generous outlet 
for their product, tho there is the fear 
some minds that it is.the type of story 
that looks well next to a talcum ad. or please 
the Djer-Kiss user that brings the top prices 
A book has to stand on its own merit. Per 
haps, after all, there is something strengthen- 
ing to the author in putting him right up 
against these conditions. 


Appealing to the Ear 
ERCHANTS have always found that 
an action display has a special attrac 
tion to the casual visitor to his store, 

whether used as a window or an inside display, 
just as the bindery which Grosset & Dunlap 
installed at the Chicago Book Fair was a far 
better advertisement of their books than any 
stack of finished product could have been 
There are not, however, many opportunities 
to apply this principle to bookselling. |The 
very scarcity of such opportunities emphasizes 
the importance of taking advantage of them 
when possible, and this comes peculiarly to 
mind in noting what success dealers have had 
with “The Bubble Books” when they are 
played upon a phonograph in the store. This 
famous series has been used in numbers of 
hook departments to attract the attention of 
customers, and not only does it sell the books, 
but adds to the interest of the department 
itself. 

Because of their experience in using the 
possibilities of sound appeal, many of the 
phonograph shops and toy stores have gone 
far ahead of the book-trade in taking advan- 
tage of this sort of advertising, and the book- 
stores, especially those that have separate 
departments of children’s books, should take 
pains that such active business as this does not 
escape from them. 
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BRITISH ORDER IN COUNCIL PROVIDING COPYRIGHT RECIPROCITY 
FOR WAR-TIME PUBLICATION 


The following is the full text of the Brit- 
ish Order in Council, dated February 9, 1920, 
to be effective retroactively from February 2, 
1920, waiving first publication in the British 
dominions as a requisite of copyright, in the 
case of works published during the war, carry- 
ing out the arrangements made thru the gov- 
ernmental agencies and in personal interview 
in London between George Haven Putnam and 
W. Temple Frank, British Controller of 
Patents:

AT THE COURT AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE 
The oth day of February, 1920. 
PRESENT, 

THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

Lord President.

WHEREAS by reason of conditions arising 
out of the war, difficulties have been expert- 
enced by citizens of the United States of 
America in complying with the requirements 
of the Copyright Act, I91I, as to first publi- 
cation within the parts of His Majesty’s Do- 
minions to which the Act extends of their 
works first published in the United States of 
America during the war: 

AND WHEREAS His Majesty is advised that 
the Government of the United States of Amer- 
ica has undertaken, upon issue of this Order, 
to extend the protection afforded by the United 
States Law of December 18, 1919, entitled “An 
Act to amend Sections 8 and 21 of the Copy- 
right Act, approved March 4, 1909,” to British 
subjects: 

AND WHEREAS by reason of the said under- 
taking of the Government of the United States 
of America His Majesty is satisfied that the 
said Government has made, or has undertaken 
to make, such provision as it is expedient to 
require for the protection of works first made 
or published between the rst August, 1914, and 
the termination of the war in the parts of His 
Majesty’s Dominions to which this Order ap- 
plies, and entitled to copyright under Part I. 
of the Copyright Act, 1011: 

AND WHEREAS by the Copyright Act, IQIT, 

authority is conferred upon his Majesty to 
extend, by Order in Council, the protection of 
the said Act to certain classes of foreign 
works within any part of His Maijesty’s Do- 
minions, other than self-governing Dominions, 
to which the said Act extends: 
_ AND WHEREAS by reason of these premises 
it is desirable to provide protection within the 
said Dominions for literary or artistic works 
first published in the United States of Amer- 
ica between August 1, 1914, and the termina- 
tion of the war which have failed to accom- 
plish the formalities prescribed by the Copy- 
right Act, 1911, by reason of conditions arising 
out of the war: 

Now, THEREFORE, His Majesty, by and with 
the advice of His Privy Council, and by virtue 
of the authority conferred upon him by the 





Copyright Act, 1911, is pleased to order, and 
it is hereby ordered, as follows: 

1. The Copyright Act, 1911, shall, subject 
to the provisions of the said Act and of this 
Order, apply to works first published in the 
United States of America between the Ist 
August, 1914, and the termination of the war, 
which have not been republished prior to the 
commencement of this Order in the parts of 
His Majesty’s Dominions to which this Order 
applies, in like manner as if they had been first 
published within the parts of His Majesty’s 
Dominions to which the said Act extends: 

Provided that the enjoyment by any work 
of the rights conferred by the Copyright Act, 
1911, shall be conditional upon publication of 
the work in the Dominions to which this Or- 
ler relates not later than six months after the 
termination of the war, and shall commence 
from and after such publication, which shall 
not be colorable only, but shall be intended to 
satisfy the reasonable requirements of the 
public. 

2. The provisions of Section 15 of the Copy- 
right Act, 1911, as to the delivery of books 
to libraries, shall apply to works to which this 
Order relates upon their publication in the 
United Kingdom. 

3. In the case of musical works to which 
this Order relates and provided that no con- 
trivances by means of which the work may be 
mechanically performed have before the com- 
mencement of this Order been lawfully made, 
or placed on sale, within the parts of His 
Majesty’s Dominions to which this Order ap- 
plies, copyright in the work shall include alt 
rights conferred by the said Act with respect 
to the making of records, perforated rolls 
and other contrivances by means of which 
the work may be mechanically performed. 

4. This Order shall apply to all His Ma- 
jesty’s Dominions, Colonies and Possessions 
with the exception of those hereinafter named, 
that is to say: 

The Dominion of Canada; 

The Commonwealth of Australia; 

The Dominion of New Zealand: 

The Union of South Africa; 

Newfoundland. 

5. Nothing in this Order shall be construed 
as depriving any work of any rights which 
have been lawfully acquired under the pro- 
visions of the Copyright Act, I9II, or any 
Order in Council thereunder. 

6. This Order shall take effect as from the 
2nd day of February, 1920, which day is in 
this Order referred to as the commencement 
of this Order. 

Anp the Lords Commissioners of His Ma- 
jesty’s Treasury are to give the necessary or- 
ders accordingly.

The following is the provision referred to 
in the amendatory Copyright Act approved by 
the President December 18th, 1910, of which 
the full text was published in the Pusiisters’ 
WEEKLY, February 22, 1919: 

“Provided, however, That all works made 
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the subject of copyright by the laws of the 
United States first produced or published 
abroad after August 1, 1914, and before the 
date of the President’s proclamation of peace, 
of which the authors or proprietors are Citi- 
zens or subjects of any foreign State or na- 
tion granting similar protection for works by 
citizens of the United States, the existence of 
which shall be determined by a copyright 
proclamation issued by the President of the 
United States, shall be entitled to the protec- 
tion conferred by the copyright laws of the 
United States from and after the accomplish- 
ment, before the expiration of fifteen months 
after the date of the President’s proclamation 
of peace, of the conditions and formalities 
prescribed with respect to such works by the 
copyright laws of the United States: Provided 
further, That nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to deprive any person of any 
right which he may have acquired by the re- 
publication of such foreign work in the United 
States prior to the approval of this Act.” 

The Copyright Office will issue a circular in 
elucidation of the arrangement here provided 
as soon as the President issues the proclama- 
tion requisite to make it effective here. 


A Bookselling Dream Come True 


No one has written about bookselling a more 
fascinating and widely read volume than Mr. 
Morley’s “Parnassus on Wheels,” which has 
put into the minds of many booksellers and 
book lovers the idea of finding methods of 
selling books in widely scattered parts of 
the country. A year ago, in the English Book 
Monthly, a writer commented on the fact that 
caravaning was already being widely done in 
America, tho this had not been the case. There 
have, however, been many experiments extend- 
ing back over many years in the field of public 
library, the pioneer work of Miss Titcomb 
in Hagerstown, Maryland, the elaborate library 
truck in Hibbing, Minnesota. and other inter- 
esting experiments as described in the Pup- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY of February 7th. 


This summer, however, will see the applica- 
tion of this idea to bookselling conditions. 
This experiment is to be carried out under 
most favorable auspices, and it is hoped that 
the experience and figures gained from this 
experiment will be of value to all the book- 
trade in estimating the possibilities of the 
caravan. The Woman’s Educational and Indus- 
trial Union of Boston, under whose auspices 
was started the Bookshop for Boys and Girls, 
organized and directed for the past four years 
by Miss Bertha E. Mahony, is to put out an 
automobile this summer among the small coast 
resorts north and south of Boston. 


The Caravan Book Shop will be a specially 
designed body on a Stewart truck with a 
capacity for something over a thousand books. 
The interior design and metheds of entrance 
and use have been carefully worked out by a 
Boston architect in consultation with Miss 
Mahony and others. The appearance and 
coloring of the body will be such as to give 
a cheerful yet bookish impression. Beside 





stock carried, the caravan will be met at dif 
ferent points with extra stock, as the demand 
develops, in order that all possible interest of 
the public may be met, and orders will be 
taken for any book of any character for 
prompt delivery. 

The driver of this first American’ Caravan 
Book Shop is to be Miss Mary Frank, Director 
of the Extension Division of the New York 
Public Library, who has shown unusual initia- 
tive and imagination in developing book pos- 
sibilities is new fields. She has made a 
special study of the caravan idea, and recently 
published an article on the subject in McCall's. 
The New York Public Library has granted 
Miss Frank a special leave of absence for two 
months, in order that she may undertake this 
work. She will have with her an assistant, 
also an experienced book woman. 

The budget and publicity plans for this 
undertaking have been very carefully worked 
out and checked by several .men in the publish- 
ing field, so that all contingencies seem to 
have been provided for and every care taken 
that this first experiment shall not fail for 
lack of careful planning. Under such auspices 
as the Women’s Educational and Industrial 
Union, which has friends in every part of New 
England, it will be especially easy to get co- 
operative help at different places and to sup- 
plement the publicity that can be planned from 
the home office.

The Older Writers 


LESSON XXVIIl—American Fiction 


In a survey of American fiction, from its 
earliest time to the present, there are two ob- 
servations which are paramount to all others. 
The first is that a survey of the novel is, at 
the same time, a survey of the short story, 
for the novel and the short story are insep- 
arable in American fiction. There is hardly 
one of the older novelists who was not also 
a short story writer. In most cases they be- 
gan their literary careers as writers of short 
stories and later turned novelists. 

The short story is recognized as the most 
characteristic product of our national liter- 
ature. It began a's‘the tale,—a shorter, sim- 
pler form of story,’ founded upon incident 
rather than upon characterization. The tale 
is closer to romance, and is more apt to lack 
actuality. Irving wrote legendary tales; 
Hawthorne, wonder tales; and Poe, tales of 
terror. Not until the time of Cable, Allen, 
and Page do we reach the more highly de- 
veloped form of the short story. 

The second observation that occurs in a re- 
view of the field of American fiction is the 
oreat number of writers who are remem- 
bered for just one book. Single volume nov- 
elists are so plentiful in our literature that 
they constitute a body in themselves. 


As examples of unique productions in 
authorship we might name: “Hyperion” by 
Longfellow; “The Story of Kennett” by 


Taylor; “The Man Without a Country” by 
Hale; “Ramona” by Helen Hunt Jackson; 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” by Mrs. Stowe; “Be. 
Hur” by Wallace; “Anne” by Constance 
Fenimore Woolson; “The Bread-Winners” 
by Hay; “Looking Backward” by Bellamy. 
These works of fiction stand alone. Other 
novels by the same writers are either neglec- 
ted or forgetten. American fiction numbers 
a host of lone works, whose authors rank as 
novelists only by an accident or by a tour de 
force.

(Irving is the earliest American man of letters 
whose works are still read at the present day. He 
was the first American author to win recognition 
abroad. Oxford conferred upon him the degree of 
D.C.L., and the Royal Society of Literature awarded 
him a medal. 

Irving’s works are very miscellaneous in form. 
They consist of essays, biographies, histories, short 
stories and sketches. His works of imagination are 
all collections of short stories. Irving may be said 
to have discovered the short story for American 
writers, and to have introduced a form which has 
become the most characteristic product of our litera- 
ture. 

Irving’s first work, “A History of New York from 
the Beginning of the World to the End of the 
Dutch ynasty,” by Diedrich Knickerbocker, was 
part serious, part fooling. It was begun as a bur- 
lesque of a current work of portentous gravity and 
ridiculous solemnity, “‘A Picture of New York” by 
Dr, Samuel Mitchill. The announcements which 
heralded the appearance of the Knickerbocker his- 
tory are an example of one of the best book adver- 
tising campaigns on record. Notices were sent to the 
newspapers of the disappearance of Diedrich Knick- 
erbocker, a small elderly gentleman, dressed in an 
old black coat and cocked hat, who left the Inde- 
pendent Columbian Hotel without paying his bill. 
City officials were said to be on the point of offer- 
ing a reward for the discovery of the missing Died- 
rich. It was stated that a very curious kind of writ- 
ten book, left behind in his room, would be printed 
and sold to pay the landlord for his board and lodg- 
ing. This was the book which won for its author 
the title of ‘“‘the Dutch Herodotus.” 

Irving’s short stories consist of three volumes: 
“The Sketch-Book of Geoffrey Crayon” contains his 
masterpieces, “Rip Van Winkle” and ‘“‘The Legend 
of Sleepy Hollow”; ‘Bracebridge Hall, or The 
Humorists, A Medley” contains the famous “Dolph 
Heyliger”’ and “The Stout Gentleman”; while “Tales 
of a Traveler” contains his stories, “The Money 
Diggers,” and “Kidd, the Pirate,” stories of action 
and adventure rather than of humor. 

Irving was for two years attaché of our legation 
in Spain, and later served as our Minister to Spain. 
His interest in Spanish history led to four of his 
greatest works: ‘“‘The Life and Voyages of Colum- 
bus,” and its sequel, “The Voyages and Discoveries 
of the Companions of Columbus’; ‘A Chronicle 
of the Conquest of Granada”; and “The Alhambra.” 

Irving’s treatment of American history was far less 
sympathetic than his treatment of Spanish history. 
“Astoria” and “The Adventures of Captain Bonne- 
ville,’ both dealing with exploration beyond the 
Mississippi, are his least interesting works. 

As a biographer, Irving won little distinction. He 
wrote a life of Goldsmith, of Mahomet and his sue- 
cessors, and of George Washington, for whom he had 
been named. His five-volumed life of Washington 
is described as “the task-work of his declining years. 
It is rather a history of the United States during 
the latter half of the eighteenth century. There are 
entertaining anecdotes in it, vivid descriptions of bat- 
tles, and sturdy American feeling, But of Wash- 
ington himself there is only a pale shadow.” ; 

Charles Dudley Warner in the “Life of Irving” 
states that while Irving was at the height of his 
popularitv his books had very little sale. From 1842 
to 1848 they were out of print with the exception of 
some stray copies of a cheap edition. It was at this 
time that a young New York publisher ventured to 
put forth a new edition, to rescue Irving from ob- 
livion. This young publisher, George P. Putnam 
founded the house which still publishes the best edi- 
tions of Irving’s complete works.)

(Cooper is the novelist of the American Indian and 
backwoodsman and of the sea. He wrote over 
thirty novels, of which the most famous and en- 
during are the Leather-Stocking series, the sea tales, 
and “The Spy.” , 

“The Spy,” a story of the American revolution, 
was the first American novel to win popularity _be- 
yond our own language. It was translated into 
French, German, and Spanish, Cooper was obliged 
to publish it first at his own expense, as no Amer- 
ican publisher would accept it. Later it was pub- 
lished in thirty-four different places in Europe. 

The Leather-Stocking tales are a series of five 
stories grouped around the career of the great In- 
dian chief, Leather-Stocking. Cooper wrote the 
series backwards, as it were, beginning with the old 
age and death of his hero, and later returning to 
Leather-Stocking’s earlier life. The chronological 
order of the stories is: “The Deerslayer,” ‘The 
Pathfinder,” “The Last of the Mohicans,” “The Pi- 
oneers,” and “The Prairie.” 

Cooper may be said to have created the sea tale 
in literature, Altho Smollett’s “Roderick Random” 
and “Peregrine Pickle’ are known as the first sea 
tales, they are tales of sailors rather than of ships 
and the sea. Cooper had served for four years 
as midshipman in the United States Navy, and his 
knowledge of the sea was that of a professional sea- 
man. His descriptions of ocean scenery and of the 
movements of great vessels are as accurate as they 
are vivid. 

The best of Cooper’s sea tales are: “The Pilot,” 
“The Red Rover,’ “The Two Admirals,” ‘‘The 
Water Witch,” “Wing and Wing.” The first 
of these, “The Pilot,’ was inspired by “The Pirate” 
by Sir Walter Scott. Cooper regarded Scott’s sea 
tale with contempt, as the work of a man with no 
true knowledge of the sea, and he wrote “The 
Pilot” as a challenge to Scott. 

Among Cooper’s minor novels is the series known 
as the “Anti-Rent novels,” or the “Littlepage Manu- 
scripts.” This series consists of “Satanstoe,” “‘The 
Chainbearer,” and “The Redskins.” The stories are 
in the form of autobiographies of the Littlepage 
family and deal with the anti-rent agitations against 
proprietors of large estates in New York. 

In “The Crater’? Cooper added another Utopia to 
the world’s literature, and in “‘Ways of the Hour” 
he attacked trial by jury. Three of his novels are 
European in their background and assail monarchical 
forms ef government; ‘“‘The Bravo,” “The Heiden- 
mauer,” and “The Headsman.” 

Cooper was the most disliked and unpopular man 
of letters America has ever had. His public contro- 
versies and libel suits were life-long. The two books 
which gained him the greatest enmity at home were 
“Homeward Bound” and “Home as Found,” both 
violent attacks on his country and countrymen.)

(Hawthorne is regared by many as the greatest 
literary artist America has ‘ever produced. He was a 
writer of romances and short stories. None of his 
books can properly be called novels. The distinc- 
tion between the novel and the romance lies in the 
degree of reality which the one possesses over the 
other. The novel is a work of imagination; the ro- 
mance is a work of fancy. Imagination deals with 
the probable and the possible; fancy, with the im- 








. 


probable and the impossible. Mawthorne was a mas- 
ter of the vague and the mystical. His books are a]! 
allegories. W. C. Brownell has said, “He was, in 
tact, allegory-mad. Allegory was his obsession. , 
His subject is always something other than its sub- 
stance. Everything means something else.’ 

Hawthorne’s output was comparatively — slende: 
His romances number eight, of which three are unfin- 
ished. ‘‘Fanshawe,” his first book, deals with his 
college experiences. His masterpiece, ‘‘The Scarlet 
Letter’? was his next long work. ‘‘The House of the 
Seven Gables” has heredity for its theme. ‘The 
Blithedale Romance” is based on his Brook Farm 
life. “The Marble Faun” is an Italian murder 
story that reinterprets the psychology of the Cenci 
story. 

The last three stories which Hawthorne wrote are 
all unfinished and are all on the same theme. They 
are stories of men who sought earthly immortality; 
‘“Septimius Felton; or, The Elixir of Life,’ ‘The 
Dolliver Remance,” ”Dr. Grimshawe’s Secret.’ 

“The Scarlet Letter” has been called by W. C. 
Brownell, in ‘American Prose Masters” (Scribner), 
“the New England Faust, the Puritan Faust.” wae 
is not a story of adultery essentially, the book 
is a story of concealment. Its psychology is that of 
the concealment of sin amid circumstances that make 
a sin of concealment itself.’ 

The best of Hawthorne’s short stories are: “Twic: 
Told Tales,” “Grandfather’s Chair,” ‘‘Moses from as 
Old Manse,” “A Wonder-Book for Boys and Girls,’ 
and “Tanglewood Tales.”

Howell replied they had been brought in 
two days before—only two days—by a 
certain person whose grandfather had been 
Scott’s lawyer. 

“You don’t mean these are Scott’s letters 
to John Gibson, who handled his affairs dur- 
ing the trouble of James Ballantyne and Archi- 
bald Constable, toward the end of his life?” 
asked Walpole. 

“That’s precisely 
Howell. 

So bv one of those freaks of chance that 
make the life of the collector a continual 
extra-hazardous romantic risk, Walpole is now 
the proud owner of a literary treasure for 
which he has hunted for years—ever 
since he began to amass the werld’s largest 
library of original manuscripts of Sir Walter 
Scott. 

Nearly 150 pages of Sir Walter Scott’s let- 
ters and memoranda, written to John Gibson, 
his attorney, during the famous financial bat- 
tle which ended Scott’s life, left San Fran- 
cisco in Walpole’s trunk when he departed. In 
consideration, he left behind him a round sum: 
something under $5000, but not very far 
under.

He was born in 
London in 1857, and was educated at Worces- 
ter College, Oxford. In 1904 he established 
te Shakespeare Head Press at Stratford-on- 
Avon. His publications have to do with the 
works of the earlier English poets. He edited 
works of John Day, also a collection of old 
English plays, selections from poems of 
Michael Drayton, the works of Christopher 
Marlowe, Thomas Middleton, John Marston, 
seorge Peele, Thomas Campion and others. 
ANNA Auice Cuapin, the writer, died on 
‘ ebruary 26, after a short illness at her resi- 
a 241 West 13th Street, New York, in 
ler fortieth year.

In 
the “English Catalogue” for 1911-1915 he is 
credited with seventy-two titles, the majority 
of them being new within that five-year per- 
iod. His stories were written for lovers of 
the “heart-throb,” and his treatment never 
soared above the common understanding. 
Only a small number of his books were pub- 
lished in America. He was the English cor- 
respondent of several American papers. 

CHARLES W. MerrILL, treasurer of the 
Bobbs-Merrill Company and president of the 
Hallenbeck Press, died suddenly on February 
18 at his home in Indianapolis. He was born 
in that city on February 15, 1861. After grad- 
uating from Wabash College in 1892, he en- 
tered the publishing business founded by his 
grandfather, Samuel Merrill, in 1838. For a 
number of years Mr. Merrill held the position 
of book editor with his firm, Bowen-Merrill 
Co., afterwards the Bobbs-Merrill Company. 
He was a close student of literature, especially 
during the later years of his life, as well as 
a keen observer of current events. He is 
sutvived by his widow, a brother and a sister, 
and both his parents, who reside at Long 
Beach, California.

Lhe first catalog to contain selections from 
the William Loring Andrews library, recently 
purchased by James F. Drake, Inc., of this 
city, has just been issued. A special catalog. 
of Americana is promised for May from this 
same collection. 


The sale of association books from the lib- 
rary of John Greenleaf Whittier, with manu- 
scripts and autograph letters of the poet and 
his friends, were sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries, February 24 and 25. Prices were com- 
paratively low and as a result many choice 
items were purchased by the Haverhill Li- 
brary. 

Vol. NXNIII. of the “English Book Prices 
Current,’ containing the records of last sea- 
son, from October, 1818, to August, 1919, has 
just been published. The new volume con- 
tains 843 pages and the records of 64 sales, 
including 10 New York auctions. The most 
expensive item recorded for the year is the 
MS. “Book of Hours,” once owned by Jeanne 
IT., Queen of Navarre, which realized £11,800. 


One of the rarest of Byron items has re- 
cently been acquired by an American collector. 
It is “A Sketch from Private Life” and was 
hought at Sotheby’s, in London, with other 
Byron items, and, while cataloged as one 
of fifty, escaped general attention. The poem 
is printed on single sheet, folded to form 
four quarto pages and dated March 30, 1816. 


The print department of the New York 
Public Library announces a very important 
exhibition of etchings by American artists 
formed in recognition of the increasingly 
prominent place etching is taking in the art 
of this country. The older movement—the 
initial one—had its organized expression in 
the New York Etching Club. The Painter 
Gravers of America, Brooklyn Society 
of Etchers, New York Etching Club and 
Chicago Society of Etchers now form rally- 
ing points. Among the younger American 
artists there is much evidence of careful study, 
hard work, and real ability, shown in the se- 
lection of subjects and artistic treatment. 
The influence of great individual masters of 
art—Rembrandt, Whistler, Meryon is nearly 
always apparent in the exhibition of today. 
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In an editorial upon “Book Collectors and 
Rarities,” the New York Evening Post, very 
sensibly remarks: “Fortunately, one need not 
possess a fraction of the wealth of a Widener 
er a Huntington to be both a joyous and a 
respectable collector. The sea of books is vast- 
and, if whales like Gutenberg “Bibles” and 
first editions of “Paradise Lost” are beyond 
your purse, steady angling will still yield a 
good string. .. .” 





There is a Whitman item in the coming 
Forman sale which should be of great interest 
to collectors of the “Good Gray Poet.” It is 
an autograph note book of vest pocket size 
2’%4 by 4 inches, with 28 thin leaves and a 
yellow cover, the first page of which bears 
the inscription “Hospital Note Book—Walt 
Whitman.” This little book contains many 
soldiers’ names and addresses; directions for 
finding soldiers in various wards; a list of 
men shot for desertion, with pitiful notes re- 
garding them; snatches of conversation with 
the sick and dying, etc.; Altho it is a mere 
trifle in apptarance it is pretty sure not to 
bring a trifling price.

In these days, when there is such a wide 
spread interest in rare books, the wonder is 
sometimes expressed that book auction sales 
should be confined to so few houses. A glance 
at the Wallace catalog just issued will 
convince any one that something more than 
auctioneers are needed in selling rare books. 
Only a thoroly organized house, with expert 
bibliographers, having a long and successful 
experience, could conceive the idea of such 
a catalog. It is an expensive piece of work, 
it is true, but it makes very cheap advertis- 
ing because it does a work that could not be 
done in any other way, and does it very 
effectively. No book lover can spend an 
evening with this valuable piece of bibliog- 
raphy without coveting some of its treasures. 
It is such catalogs as this that help to make 
collectors. 


The last half of this month will be a period 
of great activity. In New York, the Forman 
collection, Part I, will be sold on March 15, 
16, 17; the Wallace collection on March 22, 
23, 24, and 25; and, in London, the Yates 
Thompson collection will be sold on March 23. 
Not since the Hoe sale, in the spring of 1911, 
will so many valuable books have been sold 
in such a short time. Three sales grouped so 
closely, with attendant inconvenience, will 
make a pretty strong test of the rare book 
market, but all concerned seem _ confident. 
The collections have such genuine merit that 
they are sure to interest collectors—and once 
interested prices are pretty sure to be high.
